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Supreme Court rules in favor of Romulus landowners

Ed Hatehcock won a major victory in court last week. 
But the Romulus business owner wonders if the cost was 
worth the 6-year battle. 

In a landmark decision, the Michigan Supreme Court 
last week overturned the 1981 Poletown decision, which 
gave Michigan governments the power to use eminent 
domain laws to take property for development projects 
without the consent of landowners. 

At the heart of the case was Hatchcock, a member of the 
Romulus Planning Commission and the owner of Gem 
Products. 

Hatchcock’s business is located on Vining Road, 
wedged between Eureka and Pennsylvania roads. 
According to Hatchcock, more than 6 years ago. Wayne 
County officials came to him and offered to buy his land. 


‘They came and offered me a third of what this land is 
worth,” said Hatchcock. “And on top of that, this is my busi¬ 
ness. It has taken years to get to where I am now.” 

Gem Products has been located in the same spot since 
1983, when Hatchcock first opened his business. 

Wayne County attempted to acquire the land for the 
Pinnacle Aeropark project in Romulus and a small portion 
of Huron Township. The project would have created 30,000 
jobs and generated $350 million a year in taxes, according 
to Wayne County officials. 

“When they first came in here looking to buy the land, 
some people thought it was a good deal and did it,” he said. 
“But others of us decided that it wasn’t worth it and said 
To’ and that is when the problems began.” 

More than 200 landowners occupied the 1,300-acre site, 
which Wayne County was trying to purchase to position the 
Pinnacle project 

The county relied on the 1981 Poletown decision to con¬ 


demn the property of the landowners who would not sell. 

In the case, the Michigan Supreme Court ruled that 
Michigan governments had the right to condemn land that 
they could use to provide economic stimulus through the 
creation of jobs, after the City of Detroit wanted to use land 
located in the Poletown neighborhood for a General 
Motors plant 

“In other words, if the county decided that they thought 
my land could be used in a better way, they had the right to 
come in and condemn it without my consent,” said 
Hatchcock. “I am sorry, but I know better than that There 
was no way I was going to let them come in and take my 
land away from me.” 

The 200 landowners in the area have since dwindled to 
five holdouts. 

In 2001, the county sued the landowners who refused to

Magna moves closer to breaking ground on racetrack 


Secretary of state office 
slated to close Aug. 13

Magna Entertainment Corp. 
(MEC) Michigan Downs project is 
now one step closer to construc¬ 
tion in Romulus following city 
council approval of the vacation 
of two roads that run through the 
proposed site Monday night 
The request to vacate both 
Venoy and Raftary roads 
between Smith and Wick roads 


v/as originally denied last 
October at the recommendation 
of the city planner 

According to city documents, 
the recommendation for denial 
was given to allow MEC time to 
submit a “comprehensive plan 
for the property surrounding the 
right-of-ways” in the given area. 

The original plans called for 
the vacation of Venoy Road and 
the utilization of Raftary Road as 
a “ring road” that would run 


throughout the 212 acre site. 

However, the planner’s report 
said this plan was not consistent 
with the goals and objectives of 
the master plaa 

Since that time, MEC has sub¬ 
mitted a detailed plan to the city 
that includes the road right-of- 
ways that caused the delays last 
year and the complete vacation 
of Raftary Road.

Residents will no longer be 
able to make a quick run to the 
secretary of state office located 
on Goddard Road in downtown 
Romulus. 

The office is one of 18 that are 
slated to close to improve cus¬ 
tomer service 

The announcement that was 
made in late April by Secretary 
of State Terri Lynn Land 
angered many Romulus resi¬ 
dents, including Mayor Alan 
Lambert 

'This is a sad day for Romulus 
residents and all of our sur¬ 
rounding communities for that 
matter,” said Lambert. “Our 
office is very conveniently locat¬ 
ed in the downtown and that 
makes it easy to get to, even from 
the freeway.” 

Lambert 
said that he 
and other city 
officials tried to 
convince 
Land’s office to 
keep the 
Romulus loca¬ 
tion open. City 
Council members approved a 
resolution that was sent to 
Romulus state representatives 
expressing their concern. 
Lambert went to Lansing to try 
and keep the Romulus location 
open, but all efforts failed. 

“We did everything we could 
to keep this office open, but they 
just wouldn’t listen,” said 
Lambert 

Romulus residents will have 
to drive to the newly remodeled 
Belleville office located at 795 
Sumpter Road after the 
Romulus office closes Aug. 13. 
The Belleville office has become 
one of 22 newly designed PLUS 
offices in the Metro Detroit area 


The PLUS office will offer 
additional full-time staff, extend¬ 
ed 9 a.m. to 7 p.m. Wednesday 
hours and will be the first to offer 
customers the option of paying 
by credit or debit card for a mini¬ 
mal fee, according to Land’s 
office. 

Land said in April that the 
move to fewer offices was aimed 
to service customers faster and 
more efficiently in today’s fast 
paced lifestyle, but Lambert said 
he doesn’t see that as the case for 
Romulus residents. 

“It is a trek for us to have to go 
out to Belleville to get to the clos¬ 
est secretary of state office,” he 
said. “You have to go down all 
those different roads. It is just 
sad for the residents of 
Romulus.” 

The staff from the Romulus 
location will be moving to the 
Belleville PLUS 
office, so there 
will be some 
familiar faces 
behind the 
counter, said 
Lambert 
The secre¬ 
tary of state will 
also be adding 
five additional SUPER offices in 
Flint, Grand Rapids, Clinton 
Township, Detroit and Livonia. 
These centers will be equipped 
to handle larger volumes of busi¬ 
ness, as well as offer a multitude 
of additional services such as 
Saturday hours, self-service sta¬ 
tions that give eligible customers 
the option of renewing their 
vehicle registrations by credit or 
debit card, mechanic testing, 
instant titles and driver assess¬ 
ment and appeals. 

Hours at the new office will be 
from 9 a.m. to 5 p.m. Monday, 
Tuesday, Thursday and Friday 
and 9 a.m. to 7 p.m. on 
Wednesday.

Westland residents in need will be able to get some 
assistance on Aug 13.

“It’s actually a Wayne County program,” she said. 
“They have sites in almost every city.” 

It is income dependent and all food allocations, distrib¬ 
ution sites and dates of distribution are determined by 
the county office, she said. 

To qualify, the residents must meet the following guide¬ 


lines: 130 percent of Federal Poverty Income Guidelines 1 
for those less than 60 years old and 160 percent of Federal 
Poverty Income Guidelines for those 60 years of age and >. 
older 

“If someone comes in and they don’t have an income > 
verification but they’re needy and they can prove they live 
in Westland, we can help them that day,” Thies said. 

Surplus commodities are distributed to residents liv¬ 
ing south of Michigan Avenue on the third Monday of 
each month at St James United Methodist Church at 
30055 Annapolis between Henry Ruff and Middlebelt 
roads. 

Qualified residents of Taylor Towers may pick up com¬ 
modities at the building and should call the building man¬ 
ager for their day of distribution.

sell their property and both the 
circuit and appellate court ruled 
in the county’s favor. But the 
landowners refused to back 
down and pushed it to the 
Michigan Supreme Court where 
they argued that the state 
Constitution places limits on gov¬ 
ernments utilizing the eminent 
domain laws. 

Hatchcock said that after he 
and the other four defendants 
made it clear they were not going 
to back down, the county got seri¬ 
ous trying to give them every rea¬ 
son to give up. 

For example, Hatchcock’s 
business on Vining Road was in a 
prime location for his business 
needs. 

“It was great, because I am a 
cabinet maker,” he said. “I was 
able to make sawdust and not 
bother my neighbors, but at the 
same time I was right off of 
Eureka Road, so people were 
able to access my business easily. 
But not anymore.” 

The county came in and cut

According to the city, the cur¬ 
rent plans propose an intercon- 


off Vining Road from the Eureka 
Road entrance, so now those 
interested in doing business with 
Hatchcock are forced to go all 
the way around and enter from 
Pennsylvania Road. 

“They literally cut the road off 
right at my driveway,” said 
Hatchcock. “Now, no one can get 
down the road. It has really been 
a pain.” 

The court ruling may have fur¬ 
ther implications that just the 
land that was in dispute in 
Romulus. After the 1981 deci¬ 
sion, other states followed the 
lead of the Michigan courts and 
Hatchcock said he has a feeling 
that could happen agaia 

“After the ‘81 decision all of 
these states came in and created 
the same law,” he said. “Since 
that time they have been using 
the Poletown decision as a preci- 
dent when they want to come in 
take over property by condemn¬ 
ing it Now they won’t be able to 
do that anymore.” 

But in the end of this 6-year 
battle, Hatchcock said he doesn’t 
really feel like he has won any¬ 
thing 

“What have I won?” he asked. 
“Don’t think this whole thing has- 


nected pedestrian system and 
have integrated the use of wide 
boulevards and greater open 
space and landscaping required 
by the current and draft master 
plans.

n’t hurt my business. There is 
nothing around me at all. This 
street used to be lined with nice 
homes, now it is just tall weeds. 
Truthfully, I feel like I have lost a 
lot of opportunities that won’t be 
showing themselves again” 

Hatchcock said he had inter¬ 
est from a cellular company that 
wanted to build a tower on his 
land, but because the county had 
condemned the property he was¬ 
n’t able to do business with them. 

“This whole project has cost 
so many people so much money,” 
he said. “And was it really worth 
all this? They kept saying that 
they were going to provide all of 
these jobs, but they would have 
taken jobs away from people like 
the guys who work for me.” 

Hatchcock is proud that he 
fought back, because he knew 
that what the county was doing 
wasn’t right 

“We elect and empower these 
people in our government,” he 
said. “But then once they are 
there some of them give them¬ 
selves more power than they 
deserve. Most people are afraid 
of the legal system, but people 
need to realize that it is there for 
our protection”

There are only 3 weeks before 
the Wayne Wheelfest celebration 
gets under way at Goudy Park, 
and the event is already filling 
up. 

Jeff Rutter, assistant director 
of the Wayne Parks and 
Recreation Department, said the 
majority of the planning of the 
annual festival is already in 
place, and officials are merely 
finalizing the details. 

“We’ve got some great enter¬ 
tainment lined up and we’re 
looking forward to a great festi¬ 
val,” he said. 

The Wheelfest takes place 
from Aug 26-29. 

The main stage will feature 
entertainment that follows the 
theme of last year, that is: tribute 
bands, according to Rick Turk, a 
long-time volunteer with the 
Wayne Wheelfest Committee. 
Several years ago, the city 
attracted to-flight entertainment 
to the festival, he said. Budget 
cuts caused a reduction in the 
entertainment budget for the fes¬ 
tival, though, which meant 
appearances from Mitch Ryder, 
Mickey Thomas and Starship 
and Herman’s Hermits - all 
Wheelfest entertainers in the 
past - probably wouldn’t be feasi¬ 
ble. 

But entertainment is a main 
component of the festival, Turk 
said - it’s the part of the planning 
that committee members 
address first 

“We try not to do repeats. We 
try to get varied acts,” he said. 
“We want to get some name 
recognition - something people 
would definitely recognize - and 
do more than just have local 
bands play cover songs.” 

The result was the tribute con¬ 
cept, which debuted last year 
and was very successful. This 
year, festival goers will find 
Karen Durant, a diva impres¬ 
sionist who covers songs by 
Donna Summer, The Supremes 
and Tina Turner on Thursday 
night Friday night will feature 
Fabulous Motown, a Motown 
review band, according to Turk. 

Saturday night will be a rock- 


themed night with a California 
band providing covers of David 
Bowie and Led Zepagain, a Led 
Zeppelin tribute band. 

Sunday, Ricky Smith, a local 
musician, will perform country 
songs. 

“I think we’ve got a pretty 
good card,” Turk said. “We’ll 
have some good education this 
year.” 

There will be entertainment 
going on virtually non-stop on the 
main stage in Goudy Park, too. In 
addition to demonstrations by 
groups like Kicks Karate, the 
winners of the Wheelfest Star 
Search will perform throughout 
the 4-day event 

A carnival from Mid-America 
shows, booths from community 
groups, a pet show, a car show 
and food vendors will complete 
the lineup for the weekend. 

The festival has changed 
slightly since it moved to Goudy 
Park from the formerly vacant 
piece of land where the library is 
now located. It’s become more 
revenue-oriented, but that’s 
because of the realities of putting 
on a major event in current eco¬ 
nomic times, according to Turk. 

The Wheelfest does receive 
funds from the city, and other 
revenue comes in from the carni¬ 
val, which contributes a portion 
of sales. 

“We’re not at a break-even 
point yet but we are generating a 
lot more revenue,” Turk said. 

Other than the carnival and 
the food, though, everything is 
free at the festival. And Turk said 
the carnival will operate under 
an armband situation during 
specific times throughout the 
weekend, because the rides can 
be pricey. 

“There are a lot of things 
going on all day long,” he said. 
‘There are a lot of things to do 
without spending a lot of money.” 

The festival is gaining more 
notoriety, too. The FHday night 
parade is attracting more partici¬ 
pants and the booths themselves 
are filling up more quickly. 

“It’s nice. It’s one of the 
rewards for getting involved,” 
said Turk. “It all comes to a point 
where people want to be a part 
of it” 


Mentoring program earns high marks

The $112,000 cooperative teacher men¬ 
toring grant program between the Romulus 
schools and Western Michigan University 
(WMU) has officially come to an end, but a 
successful one according to Romulus 
school officials. 

The program brought students from 
WMU into the Romulus schools where 
more than 80 Romulus teachers served as 
mentors. 

“We have gained a lot of information 
about the mentor-mentee relationship,” 
said Dr. Cynthia Halderson, professor of 
education at WMU. “We intend to incorpo¬ 
rate this knowledge into our educational 
course offering at WMU in the future.” 

Halderson teamed up with another 
WMU professor, Dr Mark Jennes, to super¬ 


vise the program in Romulus. 

“The mentor-mentee relationship 
should be like an effective teacher in-ser¬ 
vice workshop where the strengths, weak¬ 
nesses and possible improvements are con¬ 
tinuously discussed,” said Jennes. “This 
process was very important because frus¬ 
tration can easily set in when things are not 
working correctly and that nationally, up to 
50 percent of teachers leave the profession 
within the first 5 years.” 

Halderson said she was very pleased 
with the results of the joint program. 

“This showed us that we are on the right 
track and that we attained excellent results 
from the cooperative settings we estab¬ 
lished in the program,” she said. “The 
grant additionally helped the Romulus 
schools meet the State of Michigan require¬ 
ment for new teacher mentoring during the 
first 3 years of teaching”

Belleville wins top Wayne 
Ciunty recycling score

For the third consecutive year, 
the City of Belleville is rated tops 
in Wayne County for recycling 
efforts. 

According to Mayor Tom 
Fielder, every year Wayne County 
releases a listing of municipal 
recycling and compost rates. The 
rating determines the amount of 
trash generated, factors in the 
amount recycled and then assess¬ 
es a percentage as the rating. Of 
the 43 communities that the coun¬ 
ty serves, Fielder said that his 
community came in first with 28.7 
percent, replacing the past num¬ 
ber one recycler—Grosse Pointe 
Park. 

“Three years ago Belleville 
came in first, so ever since then I 
have been keeping track of it hop¬ 
ing to get the first place again,” he 
said. “We don’t get an award or 
special recognition for it It’s just 
something that we do on our own, 
something that we are very proud 
of.” 

Other communities in Wayne 
County that did not score as high 
as Belleville did show valiant 
efforts. Both the City of Plymouth 
(19.9 percent) and the City of 
Northville (15.3 percent) had high¬ 
er rates with the amount of tons 
generated. The lower rates came 


from Wayne and Westland. Wayne 
received a 1.5 percent, while 
Westland received a .3 percent 

Fielder said that he is not sure 
how they hold the title as top recy¬ 
clers in Wayne County, but he sus¬ 
pects that it is due to the size of 
the community and that many of 
the residents are older 

“The people that live here take 
pride in being a good citizen and 
have a good understanding of how 
important recycling is,” he said. 
“Most of our residents are older, 
more stable individuals who are 
responsible about these kind of 
things.” 

In order to maintain the num¬ 
ber one spot, Belleville will con¬ 
tinue to promote recycling aware¬ 


ness by passing on the word in a 
far-ranging brochure detailing the 
city refuse, recycling and yard 
waste services. The city contrac¬ 
tor—Abcor Enterprises—collects 
newspapers, phone books, glass 
bottles, cardboard, plastic bottles 
and metal food and beverage cans 
in order to bring them to the Ann 
Arbor Materials Recovery Facility 
to make new items. 

“We do such an extensive 
brochure of the program to get ! 
people more aware of it, and they 
are,“ said Fielder. “There are j 
many good things associated with 
recycling. We want to keep going 
at this rate because it is some¬ 
thing that is very positive for the I 
city.”

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Communities continue 
to battle West Nile virus

Just when it appeared to be safe to put 
away the mosquito repellants, think agaia 
Summer may be winding down, but the 
mosquitoes are not, and neither is the fear 
of the West Nile Virus. That’s why Wayne 
County communities are taking the neces¬ 
sary precautions in an effort to keep mos¬ 
quito populations down, especially during 
the unconventional Michigan weather 

With the continued on-again, off-again 
rain in the area, determining the preva¬ 
lence of mosquitoes infected with the West 
Nile virus is difficult at best According to 
Dan Swallow, environmental director for 
Van Buren Township, however, residents 
may be safer than previously estimated. 

“FYom the reports and studies that I 
have read, mosquitoes that carry West 
Nile prefer drier weath¬ 
er,” he said. “However, 
the rain may cause more 
mosquitoes, but that 
doesn’t necessarily mean 
that they are carrying 
the virus.” 

In Van Buren Town¬ 
ship, officials provide 
residents with free mos¬ 
quito dunks, which are 
made of the naturally 
occurring bacterium 
Bacillusthuringiensis israeliensis (BTI) 
that kills mosquito larvae. The dunks are 
placed in stagnant water in the homeown¬ 
er’s property. They control mosquito lar¬ 
vae for up to 30 days. It is not effective for 
large bodies of water, said Swallow. 

“We now require that all stormwater 
detention ponds have aereators or foun¬ 
tains to keep the breeding down by circu¬ 
lating the water,” he said. 

The breeding ground for mosquitoes— 
detention ponds—are located in areas 
that deal with rain and other overflow 
when the storm system becomes over¬ 
whelmed. 

According to Jim Gallogy, director of 
the Northville Department of Public 
Works, after every rain, area storm basins 
retain water, which ultimately becomes 
stagnant and a breeding ground for the 
pests. 

“This is an out-of sight, out-of-mind 
issue,” he said. “It’s a problem most peo¬ 
ple don’t even know exists, but it (larvicide 
briquettes) takes care of it” 

For the second year, the City of 
Northville will deposit methoprene larvi¬ 
cide briquettes into city storm water catch 
basins as a means of controlling the mos¬ 
quito population. While the community 
did investigate the possibility of larvicid- 
ing surface waters, such as the Middle 
Rouge River, and mosquito control 
through isolated or community-wide 
spraying, Gallogy said that they ultimately 
decided against those measures for sever¬ 
al reasons, including liability, environmen¬ 
tal impact and cost 

Canton Township will also treat deten¬ 
tion ponds with (BTI), according to 
Township Engineer Tom Casari. They 
treat ponds that service private neighbor¬ 
hoods at the request of the neighborhood 
associatioa 

Since Plymouth Township does not 
have catch basins, and all the ponds in the 
township are circulating, there isn’t much 
stagnant water for the township to worry 
about, according to James Anulewicz, 
director of public services for Plymouth 
Township. 


“There is a general practice in place for 
township workers to look for any standing 
water and correct the problem,” he said. 
“We’re basically taking the same approach 
as last year, stressing prevention by way of 
pamphlets, tips and newsletters.” 

The township does not provide larvi¬ 
cide briquettes to residents, but Anulwicz 
said that Wayne County might provide 
some in the future. For now, Plymouth 
Township is pointing residents to places 
like Home Depot for larvicide. 

West Nile community findings 

The West Nile Virus was first seen in 
the U.S. in 1999 in New York City. It was 
first detected in Michigan in 2001. 

So far this season, there is only one 
known human case of West Nile virus in 
Kalamazoo. But recently, state results 
have proven that another has been found 
closer to home, in the City of Belleville. A 
dead bluejay bird was 
found in Belleville last 
week, confirming the 
first report of the virus in 
Wayne County. 

“This is an important 
reminder to take precau¬ 
tions against mosquitoes 
and mosquito bites,” said 
Anahid Kulwicki, public 
health director for Wayne 
County. “The Wayne 
County Depart-ment of 
Public Health is continuing its comprehen¬ 
sive efforts against West Nile Virus, includ¬ 
ing mosquito abatement and public educa¬ 
tion to prevent human infectioa” 

Kulwicki stressed that the new pro¬ 
gram in the county to distribute mosquito 
larvicide to the 42 communities served by 
the public health department will be the 
biggest approach. The larvicide will be 
distributed to communities based on pop¬ 
ulation and geographic size, he said. 

“We are going to continue these aggres¬ 
sive efforts to protect the public health 
through the rest of the mosquito season,” 
added Kulwicki. 

Available funds 

Wayne County has allocated $200,000 to 
establish a Mosquito Abatement Program. 
Swallow said that Van Buren Township 
received $4,222 of that share in which they 
have used to purchase mosquito dunk 
tanks. 

In NorthviUe Township, officials expect 
to spend about $2,500 to keep down the 
mosquito population, although it should 
receive some financial help from the 
Oakland County West Nile Virus Flind. 
Northville, which is located in both Wayne 
and Oakland Counties, expects to receive 
a reimbursement of just under $1,200 from 
Oakland County, which will begin the fund 
to help communities finance mosquito 
control plans. No funding is expected 
from Wayne County, said Gallogy. 

Canton Township had money left over 
from last year to fund the program this 
year. Canton also received a grant from 
Wayne County. 

Risks 

West Nile virus is a mosquito-borne 
virus that can cause encephalitis (inflam¬ 
mation of the brain) and/or meningitis 
(inflammation of the lining of the brain 
and spinal cord), according to the Center 
of Disease Control (CDC). Symptoms 
include fever, headaches and body aches. 

People can become infected with the 
virus from mosquitoes, but cannot get the 
virus from other humans or birds. People 
older than 50 have the highest risk of the 
West Nile disease. 
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We are going to continue 
these aggressive efforts 
to protect the public 
health through the rest of 
the mosquito season.

Our hearts go out to everyone involved in the tragedy that unfolded 
two weeks ago in Plymouth Township. 

The events that led up to the fatal shooting of Robert VanBuren by 
Plymouth Township police will inevitably leave scars and have long 
lasting effects for those who were on the scene that day, those who 
helped ensure the safety of the children, VanBuren’s family and the 
police officers who responded. 

It’s a situation in which no one would ever want to be involved and 
yet it’s something that police officers could face on any day, at any 
moment They never know when even the most routine call can turn 
violent, although it is always a possibility. We often take for granted 
the fact that they rarely have to make these kinds of decisions, but 
when they do, we’re always the first ones to second-guess them. 

That type of talk surfaced the day of the shooting and will doubtless 
continue throughout the investigation into the incident, through the 
lawsuit already filed by family members, and beyond. 

Most likely, we will never know what happened in the darkened 
hallway in which the two officers struggled with VanBuren Most of us 
will never know what we would do in that type of situation, either We 
can speculate all we want; debate the different types of tactics we 
would have used if we were personally involved, because it’s the easi¬ 
est thing in the world to say "They should have handled it differently.’ 

That kind of conclusion is impossible to make, though, particularly 
before the investigations are even complete. The officers involved 
clearly had to make some type of snap decision; they didn’t know the 
status of the children and other innocents in the church; they only 
knew they were in a struggle with someone with an unknown motive 
and that other efforts to subdue him had failed. 

It’s easy to question it’s easy to point fingers and to assess blame. 
Before any of us do that, though, we should put ourselves in their 
place. 


The right move to make 

Anytime a municipal government makes a plan or takes some 
action they’re going to make somebody mad. 

It’s the law of averages, the simple fact that we are all so diverse 
that it’s impossible to make everybody happy with a single act 

There may be few municipal officials who understand this simple 
truth better than the Westland City Council members who often hear 
negative comments even on the positive things they’re trying to do. 

The most recent of which was the proposed move of the Rowe 
House, a historic home that dates back to 1836. Right now it’s sitting 
near the department of public works yard on Marquette Street and 
the plan is to move it to the nearby historic village. 

It should be a simple thing, and embraced by all the various 
groups that are interested in preserving the heritage of the communi¬ 
ty, but different factions have different ideas; some want to see work 
completed on the Octagon House, which is already at the village, 
before any attempt is made to move the older home. One group, the 
Westland Historic Village Park Finance Committee, even disbanded 
in disgust over the plan. We hope they reconsider. 

As far as the plan to move the Rowe House now, rather than later, 
is concerned, it’s the right thing for the city to do. It doesn’t make 
sense to put a roof on it now and move it in a year or two because in 
all likelihood the work done on the home before it is moved will have 
to be repeated, after the move, and the city can’t afford to be so cava¬ 
lier with expenditures. The fact that the house won’t last another year 
without the move and new roof also has to be considered. 

Perhaps the real issue here is why the move hasn’t taken place

Once again, the Wayne City 
Council postponed action on 
evaluations of the city manager 
and city attorney Tuesday night 

Two separate subcommittees 
had previously met to evaluate 
the performance of City 
Manager John Zech and City 
Attorney Dick Clark, and pro¬ 
posed a 3 percent cost of living 
increase for both of them, but 
when the issue has come to the 
council it’s been tabled, twice. 
The first time by City 
Councilman Tom Kelly and 
Tuesday night by Mayor A1 
Haidous, after a question 
brought up before the meeting 
by Kelly. 

Pay raises for city officials 
are always a tricky thing; they’re 
apt to bring out suspicion and 
foster the age-old concept that 
everyone working in govern¬ 
ment makes too much money. 

But I don’t see the reason for 
the delay here, or the potential 
controversy. Sure, the two are 
well compensated, but look at 
what each brings to the city. 

Zech has an encyclopedic 
knowledge of the city, past and 
present He can tell you details 
of things that happened 15 years 
ago without opening up a draw¬ 
er, checking a computer file or 
fiddling with a palm pilot It’s all 
in his head; he can’t be stumped 


for long I think it shows that it’s 
more than just a job for him. He 
knows so much because he lis¬ 
tens, watches, pays attention 
and genuinely cares. 

I first started to realize his 
value to the city during the big 
budget crunch of a year ago, 
when the city was forced to take 
an unprecedented mid-year 
budget reduction. It was some¬ 
thing that hadn’t happened 
before in the city, it wasn’t 
caused at the local level, but 
rather by factors out of the con¬ 
trol of city officials; reduced rev¬ 
enue from a number of sources. 
During that time he showed 
what I think is his strongest 
trait: the ability to calmly and 
logically walk people through 
difficult, emotional decisions. I 
left those meetings with a better 
understanding of the entire bud¬ 
get process. 

He’s well respected through¬ 
out the municipal community, 
too. In places like Plymouth, 
Northville, Belleville and 
beyond, cily managers tip a hat 
to the work that John does here 
in Wayne. And they should. It’ll 
be a sad day when he decides to 
move on or step down. 

I have a similar professional 
affection for Dick Clark. He’s 
often caused me to shake my 
head with a sense of wonder, 


because I 
know a lot of 
attorneys, 
municipal and otherwise, and 
he does things that I’ve never 
seen other lawyers do. 

I was nearly dumbstruck last 
year when he volunteered to 
forego any kind of salary 
increase during those tough 
budget times. Many in the city - 
including Zech - did, too, but to 
me that was different. I had 
always looked at the role of a 
city attorney as little more than 
a contractual obligation - a guy 
filling a seat because he was on 
retainer. And that’s where I was 
wrong about Clark. He didn’t 
want the raise then because he 
said he enjoyed working with 
the city and he knew times were 
tight 

He’s done other things since 
then, and probably countless 
acts before I came around. He’s 
the first to donate funds to many 
charitable efforts - the most 
recent of which is the ongoing 
attempt to generate money for a 
new nativity set He’s been on 
the scene of every volunteer 
effort I’ve been to, as well, and 
not just to stand around on the 
perimeter, and talk with all the 
other city officials that are

Local back yard named as a natural wildlife habitat

Butterflies dance among the 
brightly-colored flowers, pausing 
to rest on an orange blossom 
before springing into the air 

Nearby, water gurgles down a 
small slope to a deep pool where 
fish swim languidly and frogs 
occasionally jump. Bees gather 
nectar without disturbing any 
other inhabitants - both tempo¬ 
rary and permanent - of the gar¬ 
den and flowers soak in the sun. 

It sounds like a peaceful nat¬ 
ural refuge, and it is, with one 
unique feature - it’s in the heart 
of residential Westland. 

The small sanctuary is found 
in the back yard of Brenda 
Dziedzic, a collection of specifi¬ 
cally-selected plants and land¬ 
scaped ponds that was recently 
designated a Backyard Wildlife 
Habitat site by the National 
Wildlife Federation (NWF). 

“It’s so peaceful back here, it’s 
hard to believe it’s in the middle 
of a subdivision,’’ Dziedzic said. 
“Sometimes my husband comes 
outside to sit and just read a book 
and listen to the water.” 

The pond is actually the latest 
installment of an ongoing project 
in the Dziedzic’s back yard. The 
project was first started by 
Brenda after the couple married, 


about 3 years ago. She wanted to 
make a butterfly garden in the 
back of their small Westland lot 

‘It didn’t have anything then,” 
she said. “It was just grass.” 

She started out with plenty of 
research, she said, hitting the 
Internet and the library to find 
out what attracts butterflies, and 
why. That’s why everything in the 
backyard has a specific purpose, 
right down to the huge barrels 
near the garage that serve to col¬ 
lect and dispense rainwater - the 
only source of artificial irrigation 
she uses to keep her gardens and 
plants attractive and healthy. 

Dziedzic said she learned that 
specific plants attract specific 
types of butterflies; some, like 
nectar plants, are used for food, 
some, called host plants, to nest 
There are carrot parsley and dill 
plants which attract the Eastern 
Black Swallow Tail; wild lupine 
plants - the only known plant to 
attract the Kamer Blue; false net- 
tles, which bring in the Red 
Admirals, spice bushes for other 
species of swallow tails and 
Hollyhocks for the Painted 
Ladies, to name a few. 

She has grown the plants in 
phases, and the results have been 
astounding, she said. Slowly, the 
butterflies began to appear in the 
garden. Now, on a sunny day, the 
back yard is filled with the color¬ 


ful insects. 

“I don’t know how they know 
about it, but they just call to the 
yard,” she said. “It’s cool.” 

The butterfly garden is only 
one aspect of the sanctuary, 
albeit the largest one. There is 
also the fishpond, which has 
attracted bullfrogs - they named 
the pair FYed and Ethel, although 
Fred met a messy end at the 
paws of a neighboring cat - and 
even a small woodpile to offer 
shelter for caterpillars during the 
winter 

Dziedzic, a telecommunica¬ 
tions specialist during the day, 
said she works hard to ensure the 
butterflies have a chance to 
hatch and survive in a world 
where there is increasingly less 
space for them. On off days and 
in evenings, she’ll hunt through 
the various plants, looking for the 
tiny seeds that will one day hatch 
caterpillars that will eventually 
transform themselves into living 
works of art 

She’ll transplant the seeds - 
and usually a portion of the host 
plant as well - inside her home 
where they can hatch and 
mature without threat from 
predators. 

“If you don’t get them really 
fast, there’s a good chance they 
won’t survive,” she said. 

She keeps them in indoor 


aquariums as they go through the 
first two phases of their lives - 
from caterpillars to chrysalis - 
and until they’re healthy enough 
to fly off on their own. It takes 
some time, even after they 


emerge from their cocoons, she 
said. When they first come out, 
their bodies are much larger 
than their wings. They have to

hang upside down, and pump fluid into 
the wings in a process she calls drip-dry¬ 
ing. As the wings get larger and stronger, 
the body gets smaller Soon they are ready 
for flight 

Dziedzic said she documents the 
process and wants to develop a documen¬ 
tary to help other people understand the 
process and develop butterfly gardens in 
their own back yards. 


“I just try to do my part to help out the 
little things,” she said. 

She’s already done that She said she’s 
hatched more than 215 Monarch butter¬ 
flies since she started and has helped 
some of her friends start their own gar¬ 
dens. 

“So much of their habitat has been 
destroyed by strip malls and condomini¬ 
ums,” she said. “We need to get back to 
nature. When I was a child we saw lots 
and lots of butterflies. Now you hardly see 
any. There are fewer and fewer of them. 
It’s because people won’t want to do the 
‘natural thing’ in their own backyards.

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How do you remake a movie 
many may consider to be the 
greatest political thriller ever 
made? 

You stuff it with an all-star 
cask enlist a top-notch director 
and modernize the political bat¬ 
tlefield to fit today’s society. 
That’s what Paramount Pictures 
did with the remake of John 
Frankenheimer’s 1962 master¬ 
piece The Manchurian 
Candidate starring Frank 
Sinatra and Angela Lansbury. 
The new version is packed with 
A-listers such as Denzel 
Washington, Meryl Streep, Liev 
Schreiber and Jon Voight and 
directed by Jonathan Demme 
(.Truth About Charlie, Beloved, 
Philadelphia, Silence of the 
Lambs). 

The storyline is quite differ¬ 
ent, though. It no longer 
revolves around Communist 
China and Korea as did the 
original, but rather a corpora¬ 
tion called Manchurian Global. 

With the Gulf War looming, 
1991 Kuwait is the backdrop for 
the opening scene as a platoon 
led by Army Major Ben Marco 
(Washington) tries to make their 
way through the desert only to 
be ambushed. Reports of the 
incident win Sgt. Raymond 
Shaw (Schreiber) the Medal of 
Honor as he single-handedly 
saved the platoon with only two 
casualties. Years later, Marco, 
still a soldier, recounts the 
events of that night to Boy Scout 
troops and elementary classes 
while Shaw is primed for a 
promising career in politics. 

Marco doesn’t sleep at night 
fearing the dreams that plague 
him. Then a member of the pla¬ 


toon resurfaces and not only 
expresses concerns about hav¬ 
ing dreams but also questions 
what really happened the night 
of the ambush. 

As Marco’s dream-like mem¬ 
ories become more sinister, he 
is determined to discover the 
truth of what happened in the 
desert As memories continue 
to flood back, he realizes that 
something more terrible may 
have happened to the two sol¬ 
diers that died in Kuwait and 
that Shaw may not be the war 
hero he is made out to be. 

Things begin to veer out of 
control once Shaw is nominated 
as the vice-presidential candi¬ 
date under the close control of 
his controversial mother 
Eleanor Prentiss Shaw (Streep). 
Marco grows more suspicious of 
Manchurian Global as more 


clues unravel. However, his 
behavior grows more erratic 
and the military, the FBI and 
Shaw’s security begin to ques¬ 


tion his sanity. 

Marco enlists the help of 
rogue scientist Richard Delp 
(Bruno Ganz) to figure out the 


mysterious probe that he digs 
from underneath his own skin. 
He also gains the trust of 
Senator Thomas Jordan, who 
could potentially have the 
power to bring down 
Manchurian Global 

With time running out on 
Election Day, Marco races to 
discover the truth and put a 
stop to the corporation funding 
a presidential campaign but 
also controlling it through 
brainwashing, mind control and 
murder. But a final twist will 
leave audiences wondering who 
the real hero is. 

Manchurian Candidate is, 
without a doubt, wonderfully 
acted and the edgy direction of 
Demme adds a quicker pace to 
a remake that veers off the path 
of the original. 

The modem version doesn’t 
match up with the original but it 
doesn’t fall short either—it is a 
well-made and entertaining 
film on its own.

Village is ‘frightfully’ bad film 


With the opening of writer- 
director M. Night Shyamalan’s 
highly anticipated fourth 
movie, The Village, it appears 
the ‘gotcha’ king has lost his 
touch. 

Although the film was tech¬ 
nically and visually beautiful, 
The Village falls short of all of 
Shyamalan’s previous thrillers; 
The Sixth Sense, Unbreakable 
and Signs. In 1999, Shyamalan 
left audiences stunned and 
bewildered with the unexpect¬ 
ed twist at the end of The Sixth 
Sense, but The Village borders 
on absurd and will leave audi¬ 
ences puzzled, alright, but not 
in the way Shyamalan has 
managed previously. 

Set in a 19th-century rural 
northeastern community, the 


film takes on a Wuthering 
Heights meets Greenfield 
Village field trip feel, where a 
picture-perfect village is isolat¬ 
ed in a valley surrounded by 
deep woods. There, villagers 
live off the land and livestock, 
much as you would expect. 
Beside the day-to-day chores, 
young people dance and play, 
daughters talk with fathers and 
boys fall in love all in the sim¬ 
ple confines of the village. 

Village elders, led by 
Edward Walker (William Hurt) 
run the community in a utopi¬ 
an manner in an attempt to 
shield residents from the evil 
that lies in the bigger towns 
outside of the valley. The 
close-knit community lives in 
fear of the race of creatures 


that inhabit the woods beyond 
the village, known to the resi¬ 
dents as “Those We Don’t 
Speak Of.” The fear is so para¬ 
lyzing that none dare to ven¬ 
ture beyond the borders of the 
community and into the woods. 
The elders ease the fear by 
reinforcing the fact that a truce 
exists between the two species 
that depends on neither side 
breaching the borders. 

Despite the elders’ advice, 
Lucius Hunt (Joaquin 
Phoenix), spurred by an 
unnecessary death within the 
community, itches to step 
beyond the boundaries in an 
attempt to retrieve medical 
supplies that would prevent

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such deaths. Lucius’ mother 
Alice Hunt (Sigourney Weaver) 
also advises him to stay home 
and resist the greed and desires 
that exists in the towns. 

The innocence of the commu¬ 
nity is threatened when both 
Lucius and Noah (Adrien Brody) 
enter the woods, a move that 
ends the uneasy truce between 
the villagers and the creatures 
and sends the community into 
turmoil. 

A love triangle emerges with 
the awkwardly quiet Lucius, the 
strong-willed yet blind Ivy Walker 
(Bryce Dallas Howard) and the 
mentally handicapped Noah sets 
up the first plot twist, but nothing 
too revealing or too exciting. Ivy 
can only choose one and her 
decision sends her down a dark 
road where terrifying truths are 
revealed. 

Once the truth about the mon¬ 
sters in the woods is exposed, the 
first step on long road of absurdi¬ 


ty, the plot weakens even further 
and the twist fizzles leaving audi¬ 
ences grasping for answers, shak¬ 
ing their heads in disbelief and 
rolling their eyes at the ridicu¬ 
lous outcome. 

Although the film is superbly 
cast and acted with the likes of 
Phoenix, Hurt Weaver and Brody 
and newcomer Howard, the 
daughter of actor-director Ron 
Howard who performs brilliantly, 
The Village still falls short of 
expectations set forth by 
Shyamalan’s precursors. 

In defense of Shyamalan, it is 
unfair for audiences to expect a 
beguiling twist or surprise end¬ 
ing in every one of his films. 
However, in defense of the audi¬ 
ences shelling out $9 apiece to 
see his films, he should stop try¬ 
ing. There’s nothing wrong with 
giving up the big twist for a 
straight hit

Imagine a murderous, philan¬ 
dering doctor of marine biology 
and a drug-addicted, giant sim¬ 
pleton as arguments for the con¬ 
servation of one of the few 
remaining areas of true wildlife 
in the world. 

Carl Hiaasen has done just 
that, hilariously and convincingly, 
in Skinny Dip. 

Hiaasen’s declared passion is 
to save his native Florida from 
the onslaught of developers ruin¬ 
ing the environment and threat¬ 
ening the ecological balance in 
the Everglades. He’s expounded 
on this theme in each of his 
exceptionally successful, and 
equally comic, novels. 
Fbrtunately for readers, his con¬ 
siderable humor and skewed 
view of his fellow humans are 
equal to the task of entertaining 
while explaining. 

It is that humor and cast of 
extremely weird and misan¬ 
thropic characters that pervade 
every Hiaasen novel and earned 
him the legion of fans who snap 
up his books faster than one of 
his hungry ‘gators chasing a wan¬ 
dering Pekinese 

This time the fun begins when 
his heroine, Joey Perrone, is 
unceremoniously tossed over¬ 
board while on an anniversary 
cruise with her husband. Dr.

Her husband is probably the 
only marine biologist who doesn’t 
know which way the Gulf Stream 
runs—but he knows a great con 
when he’s found one. And doc¬ 
toring water samples for a major 


food producer is the best scam 
he’s found yet. As long as the 
water samples don’t reveal the 
level of phosphates being used in 
the fertilizers Red Hammemut is 
using to grow tons of tomatoes, 
Chaz and Red have a great deal 
going. 

But even Red knows how stu¬ 
pid Chaz is, so he sends “Tool”, a 
huge, hairy man with a bullet 
stuck in an extremely personal 
and sensitive part of his anatomy, 
to guard the bereaved husband 
when Joey’s surreptitious visits to 
her homicidal mate begin to 
spook him. 

Tool is addicted to pain-killers 
administered through skin patch¬ 
es which he steals off the backs of 
unsuspecting nursing home 
patients, but that doesn’t limit his 
efficiency as a bodyguard—well, 
not usually. But he doesn’t like 
Chaz very much and his parts 
really hurt and the patches make 
him very, very drowsy. 

This cast of warped individu¬ 
als is joined by several others, 
equally as outrageous, including 
the snake-loving police detective 
assigned to find out what hap¬ 
pened to Joey. He needs to solve 
her death quickly because he’s 
leaving sunny Florida to take a 
job back up north. But he needs 
to find his two missing pythons, 
first And he may have to use his

Hiaasen gets his message of 
conservation and preservation of 
the natural wonders of Florida 
delivered in fine style and with 
great good humor. While his 
message may seem a bit heavy 
handed, his wit and sense of the 
absurd balance his obvious devo¬ 
tion to preserving the River of 
Grass. 

His characters, good and bad, 
are laugh-out-loud funny. While 
this may not be Hiaasen’s best 
work, the humor not as dark as 
Skin Tight or the characters as 
bizarre as Double Whammy or 
Tourist Season (which are not to 
be missed feats of writing), it is an 
exceptionally entertaining and 
informative read.

Plymouth Township business 
owner Mark Denis is already 
rolling in the dough with his new 
venture—bread dough, that is. 

Denis’ business, House of 
Bread, has a whole bunch of it, 
enough to bake a whopping 78- 
pound cinnamon roll to celebrate 
the recent opening of a shop at 
the intersection of Sheldon and 
Five Mile roads. They dropped 
the bun on Saturday, when area 
sweet lovers had the opportunity 
to enjoy a taste of the huge roll 

According to franchise 
founder Shelia McCann, the roll 
will be a world record, something 
Denis will hopefully have con¬ 
firmed through the people at 
Guinness, who tally records like 
these—amongst other things. He 
said he is having people from the 
health department come out and 
witness the unveiling of the 
rotund roll just to make it official. 

If all goes well, Denis and 
House of Bread can say they are 
the proud manufacturer of the 
world’s biggest bun—one that 
may even give J. Lo a run for her 
money. 

According to Denis, it took 


three people about 4 hours to pre¬ 
pare the bun under the supervi¬ 
sion of head baker Shannon 
Jablonski. McCann even came in 
from California for the occasioa 
It took 50 pounds of flour, 30 cups 
of brown sugar cinnamon and 26 
pounds of water to make the treat 

The House of Bread started in 
1996 in California by McCann. 
This is the first chain east of 
Dallas, according to Denis. He 
was working in automotive supply 
at Yazaki in Canton Township 
when, 2 years ago, he decided he 
wanted to try something else. 

“I was looking to do something 
completely different,” he said. 

He said he chose a bakery 
because it was something he 
enjoyed doing at home. 

“My wife will kill me on this, 
but I was always the one baking 
on the weekends, making muffins 
and French toast I always had 
kind of a knack for it,” he said. 

He researched different fran¬ 
chise opportunities, and finally 
decided on the House of Bread 
after he spent some time at a con¬ 
ference in California with 
McCann. 

Denis’ wife, Cindy, was skepti¬ 
cal in the beginning, he said. 

“She didn’t think I was seri¬ 


ous,” he said. 

He said neither can really fig¬ 
ure out when it did become seri¬ 
ous, but now, with the store open 
for the past two months, she is a 
believer 

“She is fully supportive of it,” 
he said. 

There is a huge variety of 
breads and rolls on the menu, 
Denis said, but that’s not the only 
reason people should come in. 
He said he’s tried to create a 
relaxing atmosphere, including 
nostalgic Detroit decor like mem¬ 
orabilia from the Tigers 1984 
World Series wia 

He said the ambience of the 
bread shop is meant to transport 
people back to “times when 
things were a little more laid 
back.” 

And less carb crazy. 

Just the name of the store 
seems enough to make those try¬ 
ing to lose weight on low-carb 
diets like the Atkins or the South 
Beach shudder. 

“That certainly was a consider¬ 
ation,” Denis said. 

But while the House of Bread 
tries to have an old-fashioned 
feel, the owners are also with the 
times. They list all nutritional 
information on the menus. And 


for the carb-conscious, they offer 
a bread on Mondays and 
Wednesdays made with soy flour 
instead of regular flour 

“It’s been really well- 
received,” Denis said. 

For those with a more reckless 
appetite, the Bread Shop offers 


everything from lemon breads to 
ethnic breads. 

He said gradually, everything 
is coming together. Since the 
April opening, things have slowly 
evolved. 

But now, he said, “We’re going 
full force.”
